The year 1947 is closed and as we look 
back over the record we see that history 
has again repeated and the Holstein-Frie- 
sian cow leads the dairy industry as in 
previous years. Applications for registry 
received during the year reached a total 
of 166,830, a gain of 10.2% over 1946;

The Board of Di- 
rectors is the policy-making group of the 
corporation and we need the best men we 
have for this position. This Association 
has grown in recent years and business 
experience and sound judgment are 
needed to set the policies for the future.

Our best efforts should be devoted to 
study and analysis of our present pro- 
grams. Are we getting the greatest value 
from them or can they be improved and 
made more effective? Can other or more 
efficient programs of breed improvement 
be developed? We must be continually 
striving to better our methods of develop- 
ing the breed . Therein lies the real chal- 
lenge to the imagination and to the en- 
deavor of us all. Progress of the industry 
depends on breed improvement. 
2. Higher Fees. Registry fees 
advanced by action of the delegates at 
the 1947 Convention and transfer fees 
were maintained at the level of the three 
Higher fees were inevit- 
cattle and for dairy 
advanced materially in 
increasing costs.

Costs of operating the Advanced Regis- 
try, Herd Test, and Herd Classification 
divisions have mounted steadily until 
they became a matter of alarm, threaten- 
ing the whole financial structure of the 
organization. These are the breed im- 


provement programs and fees were ad- 


vanced with great reluctance, but of nec- 
essity. Action by the Board of Directors, 
taken in December, advanced all of these 
fees, effective January 1, 1948. We hope 
these changes will not affect any of the 
programs adversely, and they should not, 
for the fees to the Association represent 
to the breeders only a small part of the 
actual cost of carrying them through for 
the development of their herds. 


3. Office Survey. In an organization 
like ours, which is purely a service or- 
ganization, every eflort should be made 
to increase efficiency, keep down costs, 
and give prompt service. During recent 
years, with rising costs and changing help, 
this has been extremely difficult. It is 


well for us under these conditions to 
examine our methods and_ procedures 
carefully and make changes that will 
speed up production or reduce office 


costs wherever possible. With this object 
the Board of Directors at the 
June 1947 meeting appointed a commit- 
tee, including Carl Wooster, President; 
Harold J. Shaw, Chairman of the Execu- 
Committee; and Albert B. Craig, 
Chairman of the Finance Committee; 
with authority to arrange for a business 
the Association of- 
fice at Brattleboro. Barrington Associates 
of New York were engaged and began 
the survey August Ist. They made a 
very careful study of all office procedures 
and gave their report at the December 
meeting. They recommended a 
number of structural changes in the 
building for better accommodating the 
office force and many changes in pro- 
cedure calculated to speed up production 
and bring the work up to date as soon 
as possible. Their report was approved 
by the Board and the committee was 
authorized to continue to employ them 
until the various changes had been put 
into effect and the new methods of pro- 
cedure were operating smoothly. Their 
study and analysis of our business has 
been conducted in a very careful and 
systematic way and their recommenda- 
tions will undoubtedly result in greater 
efficiency and increased production. It 
will require many weeks to complete the 
changes in the various departments but 
we confidently expect that the results 
will be very much worth while in solv- 
ing some of our difficulties.

sociation reached the highest point in 
all time, standing at 37,876 on December 
31, 1947, a gain of 1,164 over the 1946 
total Active membership increased from 
14,593 in 1946 to 15610, a gain of 1017. 
The basis for delegates to be elected from 
each election district is one for the dis- 
trict and one additional for each 150 active 
members or major fraction thereof 
residing within the district. This in- 
crease in active members will increase the 
list of delegates to be chosen for 1948 to 
a total of 151, a gain of 11 over the pre- 
vious year. 

Membership fees earned during 1947 
amounted to $39,075 and this sum was 
added to the Reserve Fund by action of 
the Board of directors. During the past 
nine years the Reserve Fund has been 
increased by $240,380 from membership 
fees. 

Junior members admitted during 1947 
totaled 807, making a grand total of 
9,076 junior membership certificates is- 
sued since this plan was adopted. During 
the year 326 junior memberships expired, 
as the junior member reached twenty-one 
years of age, and 59 of those junior mem- 
bers filed application for 10-year individ- 
ual limited membership and were ac- 
cepted. 

Deaths of 368 members were reported 
during the year. Among this number are 
the following:

Registrations 
was heavy and applications 
for registry filed during the year totaled 
166,830 as compared with 151,402 during 
1946, a gain of 10.2%. Certificates were 
issued completing the registration of 
152,739 animals during the year, a num- 
ber exceeded only once in the history of 
the Association, in 1946, when 169,338 
registry certificates were issued. 

The 152,739 animals registered in- 
cluded 33,084 males and 119,655 females, 
or 21.7% males and 78.3% females. 
Members registered 127,062 animals, or 
83.2% of the total, while non-members 
registered 25,677 animals, or 16.8%. Reg- 
istrations by age groups during the year 
are shown in the following tabulation:

Fees for the 
152,739 registrations recorded during 1947 
totaled $291,794.50, an average of $1.91 
per certificate. 

The addition of 152,739 registrations 
during the year brought the grand total 
of animals recorded in our Herd-Book 
up to 3,879,302 as of December 31, 1947, 
and this total includes 1,015,333 males 
and 2,863,969 females. 

Artificial Insemination 

The artificial insemination program 
continued to gain during the year. There 
are three phases of this program as the 
work is classified and handled at the of- 
fice:

The great bulk of the business with 
the artificial breeding associations is with 
grade herds but increasing numbers of 
breeders are signing up for service of part 
or all of their purebred herds and the 
majority of registrations of calves from 
artificial service fall in this group. At 
the close of the year were 59] ap- 
proved artificial breeding associations \o. 
cated in 42 states as compared with 357 
in 35 states a year earlier, showing a very

To the Board of Directors and

Association of America: ... ... .... 

Income for the year 1947 totaled 
$684,853.78 as compared with $718,853.30 
for the previous year. This drop was due 
principally to our failure to process as 
many registry and transfer applications 
as in 1946 and not to any drop in busi- 
ness, as applications received during the 
year exceeded the number received dur- 
ing 1946. This is a decrease. of 4.7% in 
income compared with the previous year. 

Rapidly rising costs and unusual added 
expenditures resulted in total expenses 
for the year. after inventory adjustments 
and allowances for depreciation, amount- 
ing to $696,539.82—an increase of $126,- 
988.27 or 22.38% over the corresponding 
figure for the previous year. Income and 
expense figures for the year by depart- 
ments follow:

Association assets totaled $1,109,244.56 
with liabilities of $219,918.83, and total 
surplus of $889,325.73 as of December 
31, 1947. 

The Reserve Fund was increased dur- 
ing the year by addition of $39,075.00 
from membership fees and $15,451.04 


from payments on the Madison Land 
contract, a total of $54,526.04, and stood 
at an all-time high of $535,071.46 on De 
cember 31, 1947. The balance sheet and 
income and expense statements which 
follow give figures in detail for the year’s 
business. 

Registry fees were increased Septem- 
ber 1, 1947 but because of the backlog of 
applications on hand at that time, onlya 
small percentage of applications at the 
new . fees were handled during the te 
mainder of the year and the effect of 
higher fees on the year’s earnings was 
small. Fees in all divisions of the A¢ 
vanced Registry Department including 
Advanced Registry, Herd Improvement 
Registry, and Herd Classification fees 
were increased effective January 1, 1948. 
With the rapid upward spiral in costs of 
everything entering into our business, te

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Memories of a Trip to Europe

After 39 years absence from Europe 
and living in California all of that time, 
Mrs. Quist and I were fortunate in hav- 
ing an opportunity to travel to Europe in 
the year of 1947. For a time it looked 
like it would not be possible to make the 
trip on account of lack of ships’ accom- 
modations, but with the good support of 
Mr. Norton and Mr. Householder, of the 
National Holstein-Friesian Association, 
and finally Mr. Clemons, Secretary of the 
Canadian Holstein-Friesian Association, 
we obtained ship accommodations on the 
Acquatania from Halifax to England. 

I will always remember their support 
as a friendship gesture which exists in the 
Holstein fraternity. 

Leaving Fresno on June 6th, 1947, with 
just a week’s preparation, it was necessary 
to go by way of Washington, D. C. to ob- 
tain our passports which the Honorable 
B. W. Gearhart was so kind as to arrange 
for us and have in readiness upon our ar- 
rival in the Nation’s capitol. After a few 
hours in the Capitol we traveled up 
through Buffalo and over into Canada 
and Toronto, and from there to Halifax. 

Looking through the window of the 
train on the journey in the daytime one 
sees a landscape in Canada which is a 
contrast to what you see in California, 
especially the agricultural landscape. 
There before the early pioneers could get 
the land in shape for a living for their 
family they had gathered up the rocks 
off the field used them for fences 
between the neighbors, and in some cases 
you see rocks piled up in a big pile right 
in the middle of the field. Those stone 
walls carry undoubtedly a memory in the 
minds of the pioneers that went before 
in Canada who pioneered the soil in 
order that a living might be obtained 
from that soil.

No one seems to be 
much concerned with any speed in re- 
moving the baggage from there into the 
customs placing it on a base of alphabet- 
ical order. The passengers are held 
aboard ship until that task is accom- 
plished. By the way, the ship is an old 
line ship which has been one of the out- 
standing ships in its day for modern con- 
veniences and finest interiors; a ship of 
48,000 tons with a speed of about 32 
knots. Finally you leave the ship and

you go through the regular routine of the 
customs and you board a train for Lon- 
don, or wherever your destination may 
be. Arriving at the Waterloo Station, we 
who have lived in America and are used 
to the American custom, naturally go to 
the baggage room for our baggage and 
are surprised to find there is no such 
thing except for storage. Your baggage 
is removed from the train to the platform 
and it is up to you to claim it there and 
have one of the baggage-men (what we 
call a redcap here) move it for you if 
you want to take it along with you in the 
taxi, or if you want to leave some of it 
there you just put it in storage. 


We were fortunate to have hotel reser- 
vations at the Hotel Cumberland which is 
across from Hyde Park, in London; very 
quiet, very pleasant, and very up to date 
accommodations at the hotel at a reason- 
able price. Not having accommodations 
back to the States I immediately set 
out to see if it was possible to obtain ac- 
commodations with one of the old White 
Star Lines late in the fall. This, however, 
was not possible. With the necessary 
credentials we obtained priority on an 
American troop ship from London to the 
States if we so desired. My thought was 
on arriving in England it would be a 
small matter to get accommodations over 


to Denmark, inasmuch as there are ships 
going across the North Sea continuously 
with food. This, however, I found to my 
amazement, could not be accomplished 
for at least ten days. So we arranged pas- 
sage from Dover across over to Ostend 
through Belgium and Germany into Den- 
mark. This entailed a military permit 
through the English zone and another de- 
lay which kept us in London for another 
six days. That gave us an opportunity to 
see London; to see the damage done dur- 
ing the war, to see that hardly anything 
had been restored; even the windows in 
many cases had not been restored. Also, 
to see what is called old-city London 
where the great cathedral stands, and see 
the surroundings all blasted to pieces; 
empty lots where there once were build- 
ings and activity; to see the two great 
spires of the cathedral reaching toward 
Heaven. You might visualize that those 
spires and that great cathedral had an un- 
seen protector and naturally when you 
pass by you are amazed. 

There are many pleasant things in 
London, many things that you admire 
It is a city of over seven million people, 
with great parks within the city where 
the people—mother and children—can go 
on sunny days and enjoy the sunshine and 
the quietness of nature and get away 
from the hustle and bustle and routine 
of the big city. You also see what is 
termed free speech in England. At Hyde 
Park you see what we call soap box ora- 
tors. There may be five or six of them 
in one afternoon, or a dozen on Sunday, 
with thousands and thousands of people 
listening. One may be condemning the 
English attitude towards India, another 
condemning the Catholics, another one 
condemning the capitalistic form of 
government of the United States, another 
one condemning the Jews, and another 
one condemning their socialized form in 
England by the present Government. And 
you may get a kick out of listening to 
some of these. Each one of them has a 
heckler in the crowd. 


You visit through Fine Arts exhibit at 
Trafalgar Square and you see some great 
paintings by great painters. These paint- 
ings were stored in the cellars somewhere 
during the war and they are not all re- 
stored to their places as yet. 

You travel through the Palace park and 
visit Buckingham Palace, from the out- 
side of course, and look at the Guard. 
They are minute to minute, walking back 
and forth and forming the necessary 
routine of turning and when they want 
to stand still. People who have not seen 
European customs before will marvel at 
those things because it is something we 
are not accustomed to in the States. You 
walk around in Parliament grounds and 
you see their great Church of Westmin- 
ster Abbey, and across from it on the 
other side of the street in a small park

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Secretary's Annual Report 


The annual report of Secretary H. W. Norton, Jr. pre- 
sented substantially complete in this issue, will be read with 
interest. Every breeder-activity showed a gratifying increase 
over the very high year of 1946. Production of finished work 
was off about 10% in registries and 13% in transfers, which 
leaves an increased backlog of unfinished work at the end of 
the year. As no receipts of fees are credited to earnings until 
the work is completed, the operating statement for 1947, for 
the first time in some years, shows in the red. 

This decrease in productivity of the office is a matter of 
some concern, as there were 25 more people employed than in 
1946. Changes in certain nontime procedures are now in pro- 
cess of installation, and rearrangement of the layout to make 
more efficient use of the office space available is in progress. 
When the present changes are fully effective, officials expect 
an increased tempo of completed work. This will be very 
pleasing to patrons. 


Herd Book Change 


The Board of Directors, upon recommendation of its busi- 
ness engineers, has approved a proposal to omit from subse- 
quent Herd Books the names and addresses of breeders and 
owners of animals registered. The by-laws at present require 
the inclusion of this information, and the proposal will thus 
come before the Kansas City convention for approval before 
becoming effective. 

We understand that the compiling of the present index of 
breeders and owners (with the herd book numbers of their 
entries) is a very time-consuming operation, and one of the 
reasons for delay in issuance of these volumes. (They are now 
7 or 8 books behind). The saving, we are told, would make 
room for 20 to 25% more entries in each volume 


The animal index will be continued, and as a substitute 
for the breeder-and-owner index, it is planned to publish a list 
of prefix holders. Thus the breeder of each animal bearing a 
registered prefix name could be readily identified. There would 
be no such identification for animals not prefix-named. Owners, 
other than the breeder, would not be identified at all. As far 
as we can see, however, this change would be no great handi- 
cap to professional use by pedigree writers and breed paper 
publishers. Omission of the index of animals would be a 
much more serious handicap. 


The Herd Book department has apparently become some- 
thing of a step-child in the press of work at Brattleboro. The 
current volume 100 includes entries up to October 2, 1945, so 
that many animals old enough to get in the news are registered 
in the books still to be issued. We are aware that there has 
been some official feeling in the past that the herd book was 
too expensive to publish, in proportion to the comparatively 
small number sold. On each occasion when the matter has 
been brought up for a vote, the delegates have taken a very 
decided stand against discontinuance of publication 

The membership, of course, was entirely correct in its 
stand that one of the fundamental duties of a Herd Book as- 
sociation is to publish the Herd Book. It is true that only a 
few hundred copies are sold each time, but a large proportion 
of these books go where they serve a multitude. These in- 
clude the college libraries, where animal husbandry courses 
make constant use of them in teaching students the funda- 
mentals of breeding, the pedigree houses which serve thou-

Bull Bargain Issue Again 


One of the most popular breed promotion projects the 
World has ever undertaken was the Annual Bull Bargain | 
sue. This was started in 1941, and continued in 1942 anq 
1943. Wartime paper shortages forced discontinuance, byt 
now we have assurance of enough to do the job and are plan- 
ning to resume with our issue of August 7. 

The earlier numbers in the series were issued in March, 
which was a good season in stimulation of spring bull sales, 
A minor objection was that it encroached a bit on the spring 
auction promotions. 

The date now chosen we feel may be even better, as a 
kick-off for fall activities. It comes ahead of most of the fall 
auction sale advertising and thus permits centering of full 
attention on the subject of Bulls. 

In the earlier B. B. issues circulation was stepped up by 
about 8000 to 10,000 names (about equal to our present regular 
subscription list of 21,000). The industry has made a bigger 
growth in the past 5 years than we realize until we check bac 
on the figures. 

For the forthcoming Bull Bargain Issue we plan to print 
30,000 copies, with distribution of the extras to selected names 
from the “New Buyers” list and at the fairs throughout the 
fall season. 

Our 1943 B. B. I. at 148 pages was the biggest issue of the 
World since the convention number of 1921. That siz is 
quite commonplace now (the average issue for 1947 was 1% 
pages). 

We are preparing to handle a considerably bigger magazine 
for the 1948 B. B. I. Announcement of some of the prelimi 
nary plans is made elsewhere in this issue. Other announce 
ments will follow as we go along with our planning. 


Cowphilosophy—New Printing 

Deliveries of Mark Keeney’s Cowphilosophy best seller in 
the field of animal breeding and husbandry, are temporatily 
suspended while preparation of a new printing is being rushed 
to completion. 

Our stock pile had been considered adequate for demands 
until late summer, but a number of recent quantity orders by 
Veterans on-the-farm training groups have left our shelves bare 
The new printing is being pushed along as rapidly as possible, 
and orders are still accepted, subject to a delay of approximately 
three months in delivery. 

We are highly gratified at the continued steady demand fo 
this book from breeders and students. 


The Cover 


Dunloggin Design, whose unposed paddock picture gras 
our front cover this time, is just announced as “The Only Ex 
cellent, Gold Medal Century Sire.” A Century Sire, we explain 
for the benefit of newcomers, is a sire with 100 or more AR 
or HT daughters. True, at the time of his death, back in 


volumes. The editing of a newspaper or the compiling of a1930, King Segis Alcartra Prilly was also considered a Century 
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sire, as well as being rated Gold Medal and classified Excel- 
jent, but as a substantial number of his AR daughters were in 
the old seven-day division, now defunct, he would probably not 
be considered as a Century Sire under present regulations. 


Be that as it may, Dunloggin Design has plenty to talk 
about without taking anything away from a sire dead these 
18 years. His 104 tested daughters, so Mark Keeney assures 
us, have made 257 ‘records which average 550 Ibs. fat, with 85 of 
the records over 600 lbs. fat and averaging 670 lbs; 172 above 
500 Ibs. fat and averaging 607 Ibs. Mark tells us that 184 rec- 
ords of Design daughters average 600 Ibs. fat. He also claims 
that the 104 first calf records average 522 Ibs. fat, including seven 
on 2X in farmer herds. Four of his daughters have crossed 
the 100,000-lb. mark, with many more in the offing. 


Dunloggin Design is a Century Sire for type classifica- 
tion as well as for production, with 100 classified offspring 
averaging 83.3. These consist of one Excellent, 36 Very Good, 
43 Good Plus, 19 Good and one Fair. He has two sons that 
have already received the Gold Medal award and application 
will be made for a Gold Medal on a third son as soon as the 
herd can get another classification probably some time this 
month. 

As most of our readers know, Dunloggin Design is the bull 
that inspired Mark Keeney’s articles entitled “Bullphilosophy,” 
which appeared originally in the World, and which gave him 
the idea for his famous book, “Cowphilosophy.” The bull was 
selected as a new born calf to head the great Overbrook Herd 
at Cedar Grove, New Jersey, which was then (late 1936) complet- 
ing its fourth year of Herd Test with a_record-shattering 
four-year average of 509.7 Ibs. fat on an average of 76 head. 
As we all know the Overbrook herd has gone on, year after 
year, under Mark Keeney’s guidance, and has now completed 
fifteen consecutive years of Herd Test with the average still 
maintained at well above 500 lbs. fat, unprecedented for a 
herd of this size. Much credit goes to Dunloggin Design for the 
last half of this 15-year-record—but Design must share the 
credit with Mark Keeney, the man who gave him his op- 
portunity to make a great herd greater.

I 
wasn’t satisfied with one visit, but had 
to visit the ranch a couple of other times 
while I was in Phoenix taking friends out 
with me as I wished to study the propo- 
sition to get the most out of it. Possibly 
you know all about this large ranch and 
what the Cheathams were doing, but 
this impressed me so I couldn’t help 
but tell you something about it.

The 73,000 applications analyzed repre- 
sented 48° of the 152,739 registry ap- 
plications processed during the year and 
the percentages shown in the various 
groups should be approximately correct 
for registrations during 1947. 

It will be interesting to note in the 
years to come as artificial breeding is 
used more and more extensively how ef- 
fective it proves in raising the levels of 
production of our dairy cows. In theory 
it should be the most rapid and efficient 
means of accomplishing this most desired 
result, and with proper selection of the 
sires used in the program, we can expect 
success. The great difficulty is the find- 
ing of enough really high-class sires, 
proved for ability to transmit high pro- 
duction along with those physical fea- 
lures we call good type, and this project 
isa real challenge to the breeders of the 
country. Our breed improvement pro- 
grams need to be adopted by a much 
greater number of breeders and employed 
Mm an ever increasing number of herds. 
These are the programs that will pro- 
Vide the information needed in search- 
ing out bulls of the desired quality and 
‘ransmitting ability to be used to the 
most in this breeding program. With- 
out this information, many potentially 
valuable bulls that could be used to ex- 
cellent advantage in this program remain 
undiscovered and never have the oppor- 
tunity they deserve. We must do everv- 
thing within our power to secure wider 
adoption and use of our breed improve- 
ment programs with intensive study and 
careful analysis of the results in an all- 
out effort to find the best sires of the 
breed and make best use of them.

Herd-Books 


Two volumes of the Herd-Book, 98 and 
99, were published and distributed dur- 
ing .the year, each of which included 
pedigrees of 9,800 bulls and 35,200 cows. 
Entries on hand sufficient to make up 
Volumes 100 to 107 waited preparation 
for publication at the end of the year. 
A larger force of people to prepare copy 
for the Herd-Book is our only hope and 
we are in very bad shape in our Herd- 
Book division. 

New Buyers 

Transfers to new buyers whose names 
had not previously appeared on our lists 
as owners of registered Holsteins totaled 
32,012 head, of which 10,315 were males 
and 21,697 were females. The new buy- 
ers totaled 21,292 and every one of the 48 
states was represented. Leading states in 
this list of new buyers were New York, 
Wisconsin, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Michigan, 
Illinois, Minnesota, and Iowa, in the 
order named. 

Imports and Exports 

For many years the only importations 
into this country have been from our 
good neighbor the north, Canada. 
Cattle imported during the year totaled 
21,457, almost the same figure as in the 
previous year, when 21,489 were brought 
across the boundary. These 21,457 head 
included 2,490 bulls. During the year 
we re-registered 8,377 animals imported 
from Canada, including 276 bulls, which 
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on 


leads to the conclusion that the great 
majority of the animals imported were 
commercial cattle sold for beef or dairy 
rather than breeding purposes, but 
brought in with registry papers to avoid 
duty. We do not question importation of 
high-class breeding stock for the improve- 
ment of our herds. This is always in 
order and we would not favor any re- 
striction on importations that would im- 
pede progress toward breed improvement, 
nor do we favor restrictions that will 
hinder any individual breeder wishing 
to import animals that meet high speci- 
fications as to type, production, or special 
bloodlines to add to his herd. On the 
other hand, we do feel that importations 
should be carefully selected for quality. 
There is no gain to the industry in 
bringing cattle of medicre quality across 
the line from Canada. We have too many 
animals of that sort now, without bring- 
ing in more from outside the country. 
W e would like to see some system of 
inspection which would screen out the 
less desirable animals and limit importa- 
tions to those that are at least above av- 
erage. Canadian registrations for the 
year totaled 55,100 and nearly 40% came 
to the States. If all of them had been of 
high quality and suitable for breed im- 
provement here, we could find no fault, 
but we know that many were just ordin- 
ary commercial dairy animals. 

Exports during 1947 were about on a 
level with the previous year totaling 714 
for 1947 compared with 733 in 1946. 
These figures represent the registered 


Holstein-Friesians sold for foreign ship- 
ment and transferred on our office rec- 
ords to the buyers in other countries 
There are frequent shipments where the 
certificates of registry are sent direct to 
the foreign buyer with the cattle and we 
have no record in these cases. If we had 
these figures available our totals for e& 
port shipments during the year would 
be materially increased. 

Shipments. were made to 24 countries 
outside the continental United States dur 
ing the year, the largest buyers being 
Peru, Cuba, Uruguay, Brazil, Colombia 
and Puerto Rico. 

Inquiries from foreign countries at 
coming in steadily and interest is keen 
The biggest obstacle in recent months 
has been the scarcity of dollars abroad 
and many prospective customers have 
been obliged to delay purchases for that 
reason. We believe that the foreig 
trade holds strong promise for the future 
once the matter of exchange can be salis 
factorily adjusted.

Looking Ahead 


As I explained in the beginning of my 
report, a desperate effort is being made 
to improve our service and bring the 
work of the office up to date. With this 
object in view, a survey of office pro- 
cedures was undertaken in the summer 
by Barrington Associates of New York 
and many recommendations for changes 
in procedure have been made. As these

you see a monument to Abraham Lin- 
coln. You immediately get a feeling 
that with all of the pomp and the glory 
you see in London, in all their poverty, 
you look at a man who was a plain 
woodsman who gave to the United 
States a heritage which will always pre- 
vail when he said, “I believe this Givern- 
ment cannot endure permanently half 
slave and half free.” 

You also seen London Bridge which we 
sing about and talk about and, by the 
way, London has a lot of bridges across 
the Thames which runs through the city.

A local train arrives 
and people clamber onto the top of the 
train, jump through the windows to a 
tempt to get a seat, ride on the platforms 
and most any way they can get on the 
train. You see the people working all 
along the railroad tracks in order to re 
store the transportation system. You se 
some of these great cities like Hambuy 
and Nuremburg, especially on both sides 
of the railroad tracks, destroyed and 
hardly a thing standing.

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BEEF VERSUS DAIRY CATTLE 


4 central New York farmer located in 
3 dairy-cash-crop area on productive soil 
is successfully operating a farm with a 
dairy of 13 Ayrshire cows and accom- 
anying young stock and a breeding herd 
of 14 Angus cows. He prefers beef cat- 
tle. He became interested as a young- 
ster, successfully raising and exhibiting 
beef cattle as a 44H club member. He 
would like to keep only beef if he could 
afford to do so. As it is, he has a hired 
man and turns the dairy chores over to 
him. 

The question arises as to whether his 
business would be more profitable if he 
sold his beef and enlarged the dairy or if 
he sold the dairy and kept more beef. In 
comparing alternative enterprises, amount 
of labor income is, perhaps, the major 
factor. Preference of the operator is im- 
portant and the amount of work neces- 
sary to adapt the farm to its most profit- 
able enterprise should be considered, but 
both of these factors seem secondary. 

The farm business has thus been analy- 
zed in three ways: 

|. Present dairy and beef operation. 

2. Eliminating the beef and doubling 
the dairy. 

3. Eliminating the dairy and doubling 
the beef. 

The same level of costs and prices has 
been used in each case. The farmer has 
kept a careful record of the grain fed to 
each herd and has carefully estimated 
the roughage (table 1.)

In all three cases the same amount of 
grain was raised and was available for 
stock feed. The amount of hay and sil- 
age being produced now would be ade- 
quate in any of the three situations. Since 
beef cattle require more roughage and 
less grain than dairy cattle, the cost to 
feed them would be less (table 2.)

The labor required to operate these 
three alternatives varies. The efficiency 
or ability of one man to handle more 
work also varies. Work units are a meas- 
ure of the amount of work that under 
average conditions would be required to 
raise the crops and care for the livestock. 
For example, the year’s care of one dairy 
cow requires 16 work units which is about 
5 times the work required to care for a 
beef cow and her accompanying stock.

255 work units per ran, which 
is about the average for New York 
State. Keeping all Ayrshires requires 
more work, about 329 work units per 
man. Such labor output is not uncom- 
mon. In the third group 168 work units 
per man are low but one man would find 
it difficult to operate alone. 


Because New York farmers are located 
near cities, they obtain a higher standard 
of living by producing milk, a perishable 
and bulky product, rather than beef, a 
more concentrated and less perishable 
product.

they were wondering whether she would 
be able to talk to them, whether she was 
a snob (stuck up) or whether she was an 
ordinary woman. That was soon blasted 
to pieces and the comment was, after we 
had been there a short time, that she 
spoke better Danish than I. After spend- 
ing four months in Denmark, traveling to 
different places and talking to people, 
reading the newspapers, comments on 
war news and atomic bombs, and the 
wealth of the United States, you may 
summarize the visit into different phases 
of the country and the people. Denmark, 
as you know, is agricultural. 


A report for Denmark's Cow Testing 
Association for 1945 and 1946. The total 
amount of cattle in Denmark is 3,164,000, 
which is 1 9/10% less than in 1945. These 
numbers are divided into bulls, steers, 
cows and heifers, heifers over a year and 
calves under one year. There was 150,000 
less in 1946 than in 1939. There is a 
continuous downward trend of bulls due 
to the artificial insemination program. 
Since 1939 there has been a reduction of 
20,000 head. In 1945 there was 435,000 
cows under artificial insemination pro- 
gram; approximately 27 6/10%, which 
was an increase from 152,000 or 10 2/10% 
in 1941. In 1945 there were 613 bulls 
compared to 295 in 1941 for the insemina- 
tion program.

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The production for the year of 1946 
was approximately 10% over 1945. The 
total produced for the year of 1946 was 
4175 million kilos of milk, of which 400 
million kilos is used at home. This js 
approximately the same amount used for 
home consumption for the years of 1935 
to 1939. 

In 1946 76% of the total production 
went into butter. 8% went into cheese. 
14% went into forms of cream, and 1% 
went for other uses. In 1946 there was 
141 million kilos of butter, which js ap- 
proximately 6 8/10% more than in 1945, 
and approximately 23% less than in 1939. 

In 1946 there was 78,000 tons of butter 
against the production of 60,000 tons jn 
1945. In 1946 55'%4% was exported tw 
England; 9% to Belgium, 6 4/10% to 
Russia, and 4 9/10% to the British o¢. 
cupation troops in Germany, 414% to 
France, and 4 1/10% to Finland. 

You may wonder what this butter was 
sold at. In the first eight months of 194 
the English paid 84 cents a kilo, or 4% 
per lb.; for the remainder up to 1947 as 
of September 30th they paid 98¢c per 
kilo, or 49c a Ib. 

The eradication of animal diseases js 
rapidly going forward, with practically 
all tuberculosis eradicated, and _ their 
Bang’s eredication is pretty well ad- 
vanced so that approximately 81 6/10% 
are clean. 

Their production per cow is 136 3/10 
kilo, or 272 6/10 Ib. of fat.  Approxi- 
mately 802,636 cows are under test, which 
is 50 4/10°% of the total amount of cat- 
tle, the total amount being 1,600,000. In 
some sections of the country there is as 
high as 82 7/10. Divided into counties 
the next is 67 5/10 and in six counties 
there is over 50%. 

There is an average of 40 1/10 mem- 
bers in each one of their associations, 
with an average of 449 cows and an aver 
age herd of 11 2/10. There are 1786 
associations, with a membership of 71,676 
members. 

The average cost per cow is $1.4. 
There is a Red Danish cow, not includ- 
ing that portion of Denmark—Jutland; 
there are 295,102 cows, which is approxi 
mately 4,000 less than for 1945. 

For the entire country there are 18,04 
Jersey cows, an increase of approximately 
3,000 over 1945. There is approximately 
500,000 of so-called Holsteins of the Dan- 
ish breed, with 282,000 under test and an 
average production of 280 Ibs. of butter, 
and with a fat content of 4%. 

In the Holstein-Friesian there are ap 
proximately 6,180. Out of the 40 herds 
for the year which are listed in five cate 
gories, a herd of 2 cows, up to 7 9/10ths, 
you will find an average production of 
approximately 630 Ibs. 

A herd of 8 to 14 cows—production 
will be approximately 580 Ibs. The herds 
between 15 and 24—you will find a pre 
duction of 565 Ibs., and approximately 
the same or a little less in the herds of 
between 25 and 74.

towns you see the streets well kept and, 
as a matter of fact, the Danes take pride 
in cleanliness whether it be inside or out- 
side.

advancement which has taken place over 
those years. You would find perhaps a 
greater advancement in agricultural 
mechanism if equipment could be had 
and the country could afford to import 
them. The size of agriculture which 
could afford to own a tractor are hungry 
for that type of mechanism. However, 
you have to look at this from another 
point of view, and that is the farther 
mechanism advancement takes Place in 
agriculture, in municipalities or jn fa¢. 
tories the less employment; therefore, jt 
appears that the first objective is to give 
employment. The second objective jg 
to consider cost of production. Certainly 
cost of production could be reduced jp 
agriculture. On the other hand you 
might have to pay it out in unemploy- 
ment. 

The foreign viewpoint in Europe to 
wards the United States might be sum. 
marized on this basis; that Russia has the 
greatest spy system, probably greater than 
Hitler’s, in Europe. The Russian pro- 
paganda is infiltering in Europe probably 
to the point that the great multitude be 
lieve it, and of course the two thing 
which they hammer on continuously is 
that the United States wants war; we are 
rich and we have to have another war 
in order to save the big industrialists and 
not go into depression. We, from our 
point of view, have done very little to 
counteract that type of propaganda ex. 
cept, of course, as we are now laboring 
with the Marshall Plan, and when you 
talk to the man on the street—what he 
thinks about it—this is his answer: “You 
people over there in the United States 
are rich; you are wealthy; you could well 
afford to spend a lot of money in Europe 
and put us on our feet, but I am not 9 
sure if it isn’t for the purpose of exploit 
ing us later.” 


That type of propaganda should be 
banished from our point of view, witha 
continuous vigilance in this country a 
well as in Europe that we stand for peace. 
What we need most of all, instead of 
making our people jittery by publishing 
the destruction by the atomic bomb and 
its advancement, is that we should have 
a crusade emphasizing peace. Especially, 
not only to get the confidence of the 
people but, in order to settle their ner 
vousness which war and the atomic bomb 
and explosives, have you, 
creates

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ANCIENT FRIESLAND HISTORY 


During my Stay in the Netherlands I 

seized an opportunity one afternoon to 
ay a visit to the Friesian Museum at 
teeuwarden. In this museum there are 
many articles of ancient times. The 
main object of my visit was to have a 
jook at a Deed of Sale from the Roman 
period which I had heard about, and 
at my request a helpful caretaker _lo- 
cated it for me. There in a glass case 
was a small, dark tablet. This tablet 
was found during excavations near a 
village called Izum and on this tablet 
is recorded the Deed of Sale of a_ bo- 
yine animal sold by a Friesland farmer 
at the time of the Roman period to the 
Roman, Gargilius Secundus. Could it 
be possible that here I was looking at a 
Deed of Sale recording a_ transaction 
which took place perhaps even before 
B. C. Further investigations revealed 
the following information. 

The Romans used to write their 
Deeds of Sale and their records of other 
important transactions on tabulae made 
of wood and covered with a block ma- 
terial on which the impressions were 
made by means of a sharp hand pencil 
called the stilus. ‘Three such _ tabellae 
were often kept together and were called 
a triptychon. The tablet under discus- 
sion was according to experts a tabella 
of such a triptychon. Ihe wood of 
which it is made is only found in South- 
ern Europe which proves that the mate- 
rial on which statement is written had 
been brought for the purpose from that 
part of the Roman Empire. 

The statement is a Deed of Sale writ- 
ten in Latin, and the translation reads 
as follows: I, Gargilius Secundus have 
bought for a hundred and _ fifteen - ses- 
terti from Stellus, son of Riperius, of 
the farm Lopetejus, in the usual man- 
ner as is allowed a bovem (bull, cow 
or ox). As witnesses Cesdius Centurion 
of the Legion Victrix and Mutes Ad- 
metus Centurion of the Legion Rapox. 
Bought in the Consulship of Caeies 
luffries and Gmaeus Municeps on the 
ith day before Ides of September. — Lil- 
lus and the veteran Duerselus stand se 
curity. Then follow the signatures. Here 
Was thus evidence of the early export 
trate in Friesian Cattle. It is also known 
that the Friesian farmer paid their taxes 
to the Romans in cow hides. While writ- 
ing this short note a staff member in- 
formed me that my signature was re- 
quired by the Bank for a Deed of Sale 
for the import of a few animals from 
Holland. Having had to initial and sign 
this document about ten times my 
thoughts flashed back to the little tablet

MARYLAND HOLSTEIN MEETINGS 

During the third week in March the 
Holstein breeders of Maryland held six 
interesting and well attended meetings 
to discuss the 1947 accomplishments of 
the Holstein cow, and launch an effective 
breed program for 1948. Meetings were 
held at the following locations: Denton, 
Chestertown, Westminster, Rockville, Ha- 
gerstown, and Frederick. A total of 342 
breeders and friends of the Holstein 
cow attended these metings. Three of 
the groups, namely, those at Chestertown, 
Rockville, and Frederick, had dinner 
meetings. The Frederick meeting topped 
the attendance record with 156 persons 
being present for dinner. 

At the Frederick meeting an activity 
report, given by J. Homer Remsberg, 
included the production records on 24 
Holstein herds in Frederick County that 
had averaged over 335 pounds of butter- 
fat per cow in Dairy herd improvement 
associations during 1947. The highest 
average was attained in the herd of G. 
Edgar Roderuck, Walkersville. With a 
herd of 25 cows, Mr. Roderuck’s yearly 
average was 13,658 Ibs. of milk and 490.3 
lbs of fat. Mr. Roderuck has maintained 
his herd on D.H.IL.A. test continuously 
for more than 20 years. 

Mr. Roderuck’s son, Harold, who is 
managing the herd with his father, was 
elected president of the Frederick County 
Holstein group for the coming year. He 
succeeds Merhl Ifert of Middletown. 

Dr. Gordon Cairns, head of the Uni- 
versity of Maryland Dairy Department, 
was the principal speaker at the Rockville 
meeting. Dr. Cairns emphasized the im- 
portance of selecting replacements from 
the good cow families that have demon- 
strated their ability to transmit milk and 
butterfat production to their offspring. 

Billy King, Gaithersburg, president of 
the Montgomery County Holstein group, 
was chairman of the meeting. Billy was 
reelected to serve as president for an- 
other year. 

An outstanding feature at the Chester- 
town meeting was the recognition of 
about 15 junior Holstein breeders who 
are enrolled in 4-H dairy calf projects. 
These boys and girls were dinner guests 
of the local Holstein breeders, and each 
one was called on to give a brief account 
of his junior dairy activities. Both the 
junior and adult breeders received in- 
‘piration and enthusiasm from this part 
of the program.
